Pistorical Sketch. 
“THE DAUPHIN IMPOSTORS., 


Tre histories of the three pretended dau- 
phins are choice instances of human gulli- 
bility. The capacity of man’s swallow is 
proverbial. It was certainly never opened 
more widely than when a large section of 
the: French people consented to gulp down, 
against” all rational evidence, and against 
the testimony of their own senses, three im- 
postors who, one after another, impudently 
attentpted to make their fortuues by a fraud: 
whose daring character was equalled only 
by its overpowering absurdity. One of these 
pretended dauphing, as the majority of our 
readers. will remember, for a time graced 
England with his royal presence, selecting 
the regal suburb of: Camberwell. for his hon- 
ored residence. But he was the last of the 
vagabonds, and, although the’ cleverest, by 
no means the most illustrious. Two rascals 
liad gone before, Who strpassed him in un- 
blushing Audacity, and excelled him in vil- 
lainy. They deserved success, if they. could 
command it; and, considering how readily 
the throne of France has since opened to the 
most unaccredited of applicants, it. was, per- 
haps, hard upun the high-souled adventurers 
in-question, that they were refused the eager 


reception so handsomely accorded to succes- 


sors, “ho have certainly swindled on as large 
a scale as themselves. 

In the year 1796, a stripling, the son of 
a poor tailor named Hervagault, living in 


the litde village of St,.Le, in the department 


of La Manche, ran away from hishome. His 
manners were engaging; but his morals 
At first, 
the youthful adventurer paid pious visits to 


‘the hodses of known royalists, and levied 


contributions as the son of an emigre noble, 
wandering in search of bread. ‘Thrown into 
prison as a vagrant at Chalons, in the course 
of his travels, tbe tailor’s son was suddenly 
possessed of a grander idea. He whispered 
confidentially to his fellow-prisoners that he 
was Louis XVIE, the dauphin who was sup- 
posed to have died in the-Temple ; the bro- 
ther of madame Royale. He entreated. that 
his secret might be kept, and, of course, it 
immediately spread like wildfire. _Chalons 
grew thad with excitement. - Royalist ladies 
were beside themselves. The prision cell 
wag couverted into an audience chamber. 
There the. young. tailor sat in state, conde- 
scending- tu accept from his subjects luxu- 
ries’ for: his table, and permitting them to 
kiss his precious hand, as a reward for their 
expensive allegianee. It is difficult to extir- 


pate notions once rooted in the feeble mind. | 


Young Hervagault suffered further imprison- 
ments, asa vagabond aud an imposter; was 
ignominiously driven out of Chaljons ;. was 
subsequently convicted at Vire for swindling, 
and imprisoned again for the space of two 
years; bot all in vain! The rogue, at the 
end of the time, had rather advanced his po- 
sition than injured it, and had ‘certainly in- 
creased the number of his adherents and the 
amount in his treasury. Fetes” were got up 
ia his honor at Vitry, and his portrait was 
freely circulated . amongat the “faithful, On 
the same sheet with the, portrait was engrav- 
ed an oval line, which was. said to represent 


| #distinetive mark stamped on the dauphin’s 


leg, hy the Pope, in‘ thé presence of thirty 
cardinals. “* This mystic.symbol,” says the 


‘natrative; “ was deemed highly satisfactery.” 
The account given by the ingenious youth’ 


of his. escape from the’Temple, was-marvel- 
lous and edifying in the extreme—the very 
story togjump down extended throats without 
undergomg the masticatory process. Oné. 
feature ofthe tate proclaimed the narrator 
an. undoubted genius. A child, he said, had 
been. purghased. from. its unnatural parents, 
who had been exchanged for himself, and 
That child; he 
declared, was the innocent victim of ‘a mer- 
cenary tailer, “living at St. Lo, and called 
Hervagault sea > 


How Jong the plegsant fetes of Titry 
might have lasted, or to what they might 

ve. led, it is. jnipoesible to..gay, for they 
&. suddenly cut short by no other hand 
than that of the redoubtable Fouche. The 
young imposter was waited #pon ope morn- 
ing-by anofficer of police, at the house of 
one of his devoted and: wealthy adherents; 
and requested te accompany pis Visiter upon 
4 short'but important journey. Louis XVII. 
rose fiom his seat, and threw himself into a 
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theatrical attitude; the ladies of the house 
wept around him, and male royalists convul- 
sively clasped theirhands. A zealous priest 
caught him by the leg, and bade the son of 
St. Louis receive with resignation, as well as 
hope, the destiny awarded by Heaven. The 
son of St. Louis said he woold, and was ig- 
nobly sent to jail. The regulations of the 
prison, however, were somewhat lax, and'the 
mummery went on. 


Persecution had its usual effect. Money 
poured in, honors accumulated, martyrdom. 
revelledin enjoyment. - The tailor surround- 
ed himself with domestics, who attended him 
even when he was assisting at the celebra- 
tion of the mass, and, with more justification, 
he hired a private secretary, not only to write 
his letters, but to subscribe his name to them, 
writing having formed no part of the royal 
education. 


Bonaparte was Consul atthe time. The 
prison banquets succeeded each other too 
quickly, and the Consul caused Hervagault 
to be tried as an impostor. The tailor was 
convicted, ahd sentenved to four years’ im- 
prisonment, Appeal was made against the 
sentence, and a second trial came on at 
Rheims, The period fixed for the new trial 
was unfortunate; for just at the time the 
ex-Bishop of Viviers, the most insane of the 
pretender’s partisans, was negotiating for the 
tailor an alliance with a young lady, the 
daughter of a marquis; who was.s natoral 
son of Louis XV., and consequently, a: ‘di- 
rect ancestor of Louis XVII. The last-men 
tioned had just. prevailed upon hiwself, after 
much, internal struggling, to smother a pas- 
sion “ for the amiable sister of the Queen of 


Portugal,” in favor of his fair relative, when 


the unpleasant business at Rheims interpos- 
ed toabsorb his. whole attention. It wasan 
extraordinary spectacle. The entire depart- 
ment of the Maine flocked to Rheims to do 
honor.to its prince, and to greet his acquittal 
with loyal acelamations. When the oppos- 
ing advocate rose to state his case, he was 
encountered with universal hissing. When 
the same gentleman denounced the accused 
as a tuilor, the indignation of the auditory 
knew no bounds. ‘The conviction of Her- 
vagault was, nevertheless, confirmed. He 
was taken back to prison, but subscriptions 
in his behalf of coutse accu mulated in con- 
sequence, and ~his incarceration, as before, 
only served to heighten enthusiasm for a 
prince, whose tit'e became the more assured 
the greater the pains taken to hide him from 
his adoring adherents, Precious jewels 
were sold, that the King of France might 
live the life of Lucullus in the prison at 
Rheims. © 


The hero- worship becoming actually alarm- 
ing, the prisoner was conveyed to Soissons, 
and there detained in solifary confinement. 
But Soissons had been once the prison-house 
of kings, and the proofs-of his identity were 
simply increased by his removal. ‘To putan 
end to the burlesque at once, Napoleon or- 
dered his arrival to-be transferred, without 
delay, to Bicetre, the prison’ in the suburbs 
of Paris, devoted. to felons of the worst de- 
scription, -In vain! The tailor contrived to 
get money into the jail, and:he shared it libe- 
rally: with companions who acknowled his 
legitimacy in consequence of that fact: Bat 


the unassisted homage of.felons will hardly 
suffice to eonduct a pretender to a throne. 


The confinement at Bicetra proved potent 
discipline. During the last. thirty months of 
the tailor’s imprisonment, mind and body 
were prostrated, and the sufferings of Her- 
vagault were intense. When, at length, the 
door of his cell opened; he received an order 
to quit Paris; but before he obeyed the mis- 
sion, he contrived to melt the -hearts of a 
pastry cook-and his wife, ahd to extort heavy 
contributions from their credulity. He went 
to sea, entering on board a man-of-war at 
Brest, and distinguished himself by his coar- 
age. Seon deserting his vessel, however, 
he again took to a wandering life, again 
practised the old imposition, and wai again 
seized and conveyed to the peel fe 
time for life. 

The rest of the tale is a short account of 
unrestrained indulgence and debauchery.— 
Upon the eve of his death he was visited by 
a priest, who urged apon him the propriety 
of confessing to his long mendacious impos- 


‘ture. He was piously.told to look. up to 


God, and to confess the truth. Hervagault 
did look up, and did moreover utter these 
words——" F shall not appear as a vile impos- 
tor in the eyes of the great Judge of the 
universe. Before his- tribunal I shal! stand 
révealed and acknowledged the. suv of Louis 
XVII. and Marie Antomened Austria.” So 
the liar end impostor died, 


The tame of the second pretender, was 
Maturin Bruneaa, the poor sop of a rtiaker of 


} wooden shoes, early left-an orphan, ‘and a 


characterless vagabond. He was quite a boy 
when he introduced himself to, and was 
hospitably received by, a distipguished roy- 
alist family, as .the child of -the :Baron de 
Vezit, whose property had-been. devastated 
by thé soldiers of the republic.“ With his 
protectors he continued until his cheat was 
discovered, when he was degtaded from the 
drawing room to the servants’ hall. Not 
liking the change, Bruneau sought his for- 
tunes elsewhere. Asa private soldier, he

served on the American coast, deserted in 
1806, became a baker in Philadelphia, wan- 
dered from there to Monte Video, and, final- 
ly, after the downfall of Napoleon, returned 
to France in 1815. He visited Vezin, where 
he was recognised by his family, who were 
disowned by him. His first attempt upon 
public credulity, would seem to have been 
made at St. Malo, where he boldly proclaim- 
ed himself King of Franoe, and ex-dauphin of |. 
the Temple, He was immediately arrested, 
examined, -and thrast into prison, where his } 
majesty, having -only five francs in the world, 
condescended to earn his livelihood by mak: 
ing wooden shoes for his fellow- prisoners. - 

The usual incidents followed, People of. 
education, and respeetable, rational men, 
gave credence to a tale that had falsehood 
written on its front. Gold poured in onee 
more. Again the pretender’s table was laden 
with every luxury—again the softest couch 
offered repose to a most gratefal and con- 
tented head. -For the second time the be- 
lievers might be counted by thousands.— 
One ultra Bourbon lady went from church 
to church, praying for light wherewith to 
discover the son of the martyred king. She 
performed the ceremony at Rouen, where the 
shoemaker was imprisoned. The priest of 
the church had fortunately power to furnish 
the amount of light required, and he con- 
ducted the suppliant, without delay, to the 
august presence. The Jady flung herself at 
the foot of the monarch, and wildly ex. 
claimed,-—“ Tis he ;” and, at the. bidding of 
the priest, supplied his miajésty liberally with 
cash and jewelry. 

The second pretender, unlike. the first, 
whose manners were by no means undigni- 
fied, was uhcouth in appearance, rade and 
indecent in speech. But this circumstance 
by no means stopped the rush of believers. 
Two clever convicts acteed as Bruneau’s 
secretaries, and by their. hands, a letter 
was written and addressed to the Duch- 
ess of Angouleme, which, for brazen-faced 
impudénce, could hardly be excelled. The 
monarch entreated his sister, to visit him in- 
jail, and to put.an end to the scandal which 
so grievously afflicted ‘their family.” He 
further applied to the two Chambers of Par- 
liament-for a safe-conduct to Paris, in order 
that he might there establish his identity as 
the son of Louis XVI. No answers were 
receivéd to these- applications; but by dint 
of anremitting exertion, and especially by 
the aid of 3 memoir which the secretaries had 
taken pains to circulate through France, the 
number of adherents increased beyond beliet, 
The success of the tailor had been feeble in 
companson with that of the shoemaker.— 
Farmer’s wives came to Bruneau’s -prison 
with the first fruits of their housewifery ; 
their husbands provided for their monarch’s 
daily necessities; priests performed mass in 
his presence; ladies knitted purses for him 
and others took steps to fill them by public 
subscription. Never was a cobler so bless- 
ed. He sipped hig vanille from a Sevres 
cup, drank the best wines out/of silver-gilt 
goblets, and made merry on the very fat of 
a'generous land.. 

Fresh-letters were written to- the Duchess | 
of Angouleme, and sane men and women of 
the highest consideration undertook to deliv- 
er them into the royal lady’s hands. But 
this much-desired step was never to be achiev- 


ed. ‘The Duchess refused to listen to the’ 


abominable fiction, and silently rejected eve- 
ry proffer of fraternal love. ‘The folly soon } 
threatened to become serious. His majesty 
had arrived at the very height-of hia con- 

tentment—-the customs of Versailles were 
being daily introduced into the jail—the ya- 
gabond, in a word, was living in all respects: 
right royally, when a political party took ad- 
vantage of the imposture to strike a blow.at 
the goverment of the day. Lyons and Rou- 

en commenced the agitation.. Thé-—walls of 
the latter city were placarded, and the peo- 

ple of France were promised, if they woald; 
release their captive king, to have bread sup- 
plied to them at three sons per pound by the 
express command of Louis XVII. The ris- 
ing took place, but: was quickly and effectu- 

ally crushed; and then proceedings were 
commenced to bring-Maturin Bruneau to a 
trial for his misdeeds—solitary confinement, 

apart from his affectionate followers, being 
his portion in the meanwhile. 


pre_the trial’ began, the glory of 
Maturin. had departed. Solitary confine- 
ment had played Havoc with bis.person. ~ He 
presented himself before. the tribunal unshav- 
ed, ill-dressed, with a cotton night-cap on his 
head, with little self-possession, and ‘with no 
memory... Still there was an affectionate ery 
rea—

bad first deceived, was there to denounce

ly pronounced. He was condemned to five 
years’ imprisonment, to pay a fine of 3000 
francs, and to a further imprisonment of two 
years for offences committed against public 
morality in open court. He was also charg- 
ed with three-fourths of the expenses of the 
trial, and at the end of his imprisonment, he 
was to be placed at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment. - When the sentence was pro- 
nounced, Bruneau exclaimed,- with ‘mock 


‘gravity, “ Nevertheless, I am what Lam,”— 


and everybody silently acquiesced in the j jus- 
tice of the remark. 

What. became’ of Bruneau, history does 
hot tell. His dream ended and public inter- 
terest in him ceased, when government con- 


\.fiscated the treasure which folly had-aécu- 
‘tn 


molated for him in tha bank of France, and 
carsied out in earnest the. punishment which 


justice had aceorded'to him. 


The third and last of thépretended dau- 
phius, Herr Neundorf by name, was a watch- 
maker by trade,-and in bis way a genius by 
the grace of God. He bad married a per- 
son of humble cfreu ». by whom he 
had many children ; he iad regally left them 
to the consideration of the public, and had 
gone on his travels early in life; like his pred- 
ecessors, whose fate afforded bim no saluta- 
ry warning: One only difficulty stood in the 
way of Herr Neundorf when he commenced 
business. He eould not »_ French, 
which was awkward etongh J in-a King of 
France ; but thirty years’ non-tesideuce, as 
he himself naively asserted, was quite-suffi- 
cient to account for that unfortunate omiasion. 
A clairvoyant had- seen the dauphin in. a 
vision. Herr Neundorf.made his acquain- 
tance, and was forthwith pronounced by the 
gifted seer, “the exact counterpart of the 
precious figure presented to him in bis ecsta- 
sy.” The effects of the announceinept were 
immense. One has only to be mentioned. 
Contributions flowed -in ta the pseudo mon- 
arch, at. the rate of ay thousand potnids 
per annum! 

Herr Neundorf was not a simpleton, like 
the first pretender, nor s ‘brute, like the se- 
cond. Wehave said hd wasa man of genius. 
He drove in'the Champs Etysees a spletidid 
equipage;-and his carriage was touelingly 
emblazoned with the crest of a broken crown. 
He formed a little court, and, living in mod- 
erp times, he caused a -newspaper to be es- 


| tablished, for the advocacy of his claims. 


Respecting those. ‘claims, there could be no 
reasonable doubt..

The truth is, we had at no time ®x- 
céeding two cases together of the fever; tho’ 
as many as five or six of the Students may have 
been unwell at the same tiage. Numbers left in 
perfect health, and some have stayed, who have 
continued well all the time. 

Many.Parents, who came for their daugh- 
ters, alleged that they would have remained at 
home if they had known facts in the case, but 
as they had come, and the girls were anxious to 
see home, they would take them.
